Among those. called were De- 
troit locals 299, of which Hoffa 
is president; No. 327 and 985, 
of which William Buffallino, 
charged the Senate labor

The credentials of the ques- 
tionabie decelegatcs 
ehecked and re-checked, 
liams said. on the basis of no- 
tification by Senater John L. 
McClellan ‘Dem.), Arkansas. 
chairman. of the Senate inves- 
tigating committee, that more 
than 50 per cent of the ap- 
proximately 1900 ‘delegates here 
are not properly quali! ied, ac- 
cording to information the 
committee has received. 

Williams said scrutiny of the 
credentials also has been undcr- 
taken on the complaints of sup- 
porters of Thomas Haggerty of 
Chicago, running against Hoffa 
as a clean-up candidaic, and 
telegrams which have been hit- 
ting the committce from rank 
and file members and groups in 
Various sections of the country.

Williams estimated that the 
challenged locals had a total of 
about 250.delegates but othér 
sources placed the number as 
high as 500.

In general, the amendincuts 
would take away from th. ; ca- 
eral president a measure .. his 
power by making many co. his 
actions subject to the app,oval 
of the general executive board.

VOLCANIC ISLAND, 
EMITTING LAVA, 
RISES FROM SEA 


HORTA, The Azores, O%t. 1 
(AP)—Emitting fumes and lava, 
a voleanic island began emerg- 
ing from the sea today, accom- 
panied by a’ series of thunder- 
storms and earthquakes. 

The .voleano began sending 
off fumes and lava last week. 
Despite assurances: the occur- 
rence was nothing serious, the 
people of. Fayal, about a half 
mile géway, became alarmed. The 
crater, about 300 vards wide, 
shot ashes 700 feet into the air. 
Smoke rose in a mushroom 
cloud. 


Inhibtants in the Fayal vil- | 


lage of Beleiros and the Cape- 
linhos lighthouse area fled. Sev- 
eral minor earthquakes were 
felt, but they caused no dam- 
age. A similar isiand rose from 
the sea in 1811, but disappeared 
six days later.

Faubus Undecided 


About Calling Special 
Session of Legisla- 


ture,

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Oct. 1 
—The federalized 153rd Infan- 
try of the Arkansas National 
Guard replaced paratroopers of 
the Regular Army’s 10l1st Air- 
borne Division at Central High 
School today as tension ap- 
peared to be easing in the. Little 
Rock integration controversy. 
The guardsmen had been on 
duty at the school only.at night. 
Meanwhile, Gov. Orval E. 
Faubus said his decision on 
whether to call a special session 
of the Legislature to deal with 
the integration controversy 
might be affected by results 
of today’s conference of four 
Southern Governors with Presi- 

dent Eisenhower. 

The Governor, who had indi- 
cated earlier he had lost some 
of his enthusiasm for calling a 
special session, announced he 
would make a decision on this 
matter “this week or next.” 

Tenseness Cited. 

“Some expressions that this 
is not the’proper time for a ses- 
sion because of the tenseness of 
the times have been made to me, 
but they have been few@r than 
th expressions from those favor- 
a session,’ Faubus said 

A group of Little Rock civic 
leaders decided at a meeting 
yesterday that it would be “un- 
wise’ to call the Legislature at 
this time. A check showed op- 
position to a _ special session 
among legislators also 

Faubus said, in reply to a 
question at a press conference 
at the Capitol, that he was not 
prepared to state what a spe- 
cial session would take up in 
the line of segregation matters. 

He observed that few schools 
in Arkansas faced an integration 
problem and asserted he was 
disposed to oppose radical leg- 
islation which would unneces- 
sarily disrupt normal operations 
of all schools. 

The Governor said yesterday 
a special session would involve 
“a lot of work and terrific 
strain.” He added, however, 
that it appeared to be the “only 
peaceful solution of our prob- 
lems.”

All four were “cautiously op- 
timistic.” They refused to re- 
veal in advance their “plan of 
action,” but it was understood 
‘to call = withdrawal of federal 
troops from Little Rock cou- 
ms with a promise to “sell” 

Arval E. Faugus 
on any compromise solution and 
win assurance of his compliance. 
In Touch With Faubus. 

The four were in telephone 
communication with Faubus 
during their advance strategy 
huddle, Faubus disclosed in Lit- 
tle Rock. 

A source close to one of the 
| governors said the plan they 
| presented to the President had 
the approval of Faubus. 

The four governors arrived 
at the White House shortly aft- 
er 2 p.m. Their appointment 
with Eisenhower was at 2:30. 

In addition to the four Gov- 
ernors and the President, the 
conferees included Frank Bane, 
executive secretary of the Coun- 
cil of State Governments; Sher- 
man Adams, the assistant to the 
President. and Howard Pyle, 
former governor of Arizona and 
now special assistant to the 
President for state-federal mat- 
ters 

Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell was in the White 
House as the meeting began. He 
Was Wailing in a separate room, 
availabel for quick consultation 
if summoned by the President. 

Qutside the White House 
were a dozen segregationist 
pickets, led by agitator John 
Kasper, who said the “scala- 
wag” governors were here to 
“sell out the white people gen- 
erally and the South in partic- 
ular.” Kaspar’s band was, in 
turn, picketed by two Negroes. 

The four governors an- 
nounced before the White 
House conference that they 
would confine their proposals 
to the federal-state clash in 
Little Rock. 

Scope Up to President. 

But Hodges said they did not 
close the door. on broadening 
the area of discussion if Mr. 
Eisenhower wants to bring up 
general questions on southern 
racial problems. 

“We have limited the discus- 
sion with complete agreement 
and what we propose to present 
to the White House is a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Southern 
Governors Conference at Sea 
Island (Ga.) last week,’ Hodges 
said. 

At that time, the governors 
adopted a resolution setting up 
a five-man committee to discuss 
the Little Rock emergency with 
Mr. Eisenhower. Gov. Marvin 
Griffin of Georgia, the fifth 
member, did not make the trip 
here because. he said, he was 
opposed to broadening the dis- 
cussion to the general subject 
of integration, as Mr. Elisen- 
hower had in agreeing to meet 
with the governors. 

WE 1A n said the four weie 
“all unenimous” on the state- 
ment which Hodges gave and 
“will present a united front 
to the President.” Maryland 
schools have been integrated

Studying ‘Factual Reports.’ 

At Little Rock, United States 
Attorney Osro Cobb said that 
Barrett was studying “all of 
the factual reports” on the mob 
at the school. He said Barrett's 
“study” dealt particularly with 
statutes relating to the obstruc- 
tion of justice and conspiracy. 

Cobb said that both obstruc- 
tion of justice and conspiracy 
constitute felonies and that 
grand jury indictments would be 
necessary before the Govern- 
ment could begin to proceed 
acainst any members of the 
Rob. 

He said that if “the facts 
warrant it.’ the conspiracy 
statute could be applied from 
both as a separate count and 
also as part of an obstruction 
of justice count in the event 
charges are filed. 

Asked when the federal grand 
jury, now in recess, might be 
recalled, Cobb.replied: 

“No comment.” 

May Be Called in Week.

*, “If two or more persons con- 
spire to injure, oppress, threat- 
en, or intimidate any citizen in 
the free exercise or enjoyment 
of any right or privilege secured 
to him by the Constitution or 
laws of the United States or be- 
cause of his having so exercised 
the same—they shall be fined 
not more than $5000 or impris- 
oned not. more than 10 years, 
or both.” 

Persons the Government may 
seek to indict were not named 
in the anti-interference injunc- 
tion previously issued by Davies. 
They would not therefore be 
subject to contempt citations.

THREE U.S. NAVY 
PLANES LAND AT 


ANTARCTIC POST 


CHRISTCHURCH, New Zea- 
land, Oct. 1 (AP)—Three United 
States Navy planes carrying key 
personnel for Deep Freeze Ill 
landed at MeMurdo Sound in 
the Antarctic today to get this 
year's scientific operation into 
high gear. a 

The three planes made the 
2400-mile trip from  Christ- 
church in a little more than 12 
hours. A fourth craft scheduled 
to make the flight did not leave 
because of engine trouble. 

The first plane to land at 
McMurdo, where temperatures 
of 15 degrees below zero were 
reported vesterday, was piloted 
by Lt. Comdr. Harold G. Han- 
son of Inglewood, Calif. It was 
followed by planes flown by 
Comdr.

ASSERTS SURFACE 
SHIPS CAN’T FOIL 
ATOM SUBMARINE 


PORTLAND, England, Oct. 1 
(UP)—The skipper of the Unit- 
ed States Navy's atomic subma- 
rine Nautilus said today that 
only a “major scientific break- 
through” can save surface 
navies from nuclear undersea 
craft in a future war. 

Comdr. William R. Anderson, 
36-year-old captain of the Nau- 
tilus, made his observation at 
a news conference at this south- 
ern England port. 

The Nautilus reached Port- 
land after taking part in Oper- 
ation Strikeback, the recent 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation exercise which tested the 
naval defenses of the eastern 
Atlantic. 

Anderson Said that during the 
10 days of the exercise his un- 
dersea vessel left behind a.trail 
of “damaged” and “sinking” 
capital ships. 

“In submarine warfare, the 
submarine is way ahead right 
now,” he said. “The offense is 
vastly superior to the defense.” 

The Nautilus stayed under 
water for 14 days,. 1342 hours 
during Strikeback.-

The air 
thrust when directed downward 
lifts the aircraft off the ground. 

“With the aid of a gyroscopic 
installation, the aircraft's cabin 
is always pointed along the tra- 
jectory of flight.” 

A diagram accompanied Zon- 
shtein’s description. 

A “coleopter.” he said, looks 
like an aircraft bomb. It has 
circular wings and uses a jet 
combustion chamber in conjunc- 
tion with turbojet engines.

UP TO ASSEMBLY

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
Oct. 1—The report of the re- 
cent unsuccessful London arms 
talks was formally in the hands 
of the United Nations General 
Assembly and Security Couneil 
today. 

Without vote, the 12-nation 
Disarmament Commission 
agreed yesterday to transmit the 
minutes of the _ protracted 
closed-door session held by its 
five-nation subcommittee to the 
82-nation world organization. 

The parent organization will 
attempt to reconcile East-West 
conflicts reflected in the tran- 
scription of subcommittee’s long 
discussion on arms reduction 
and nuclear control proposals. 

The VU. N. Steering Commit- 
tee meanwhile “recommended 
General Assembly debate of a 
Soviet proposal that would call 
on all nations to adhere to the 
principle of peaceful coexistence 
and non-interference in the af- 
fairs of others and to settle 
their disputes by peaceful 
means. ,

U. 8S. Mission to Moscow. 

MOSCOW, Oct. 1 (AP)—A 
United States metallurgical mis- 
sion of 11 members flew to 
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gates. 

Strauss announced that the 
United States is formally offer- 
ing to make 5000 kilograms of 
uranium-235 available to the 
new agency, and to match 
pound-for-pound all contribu- 
tions by other nations up to 
July 1960. 

Yesterday, Strauss announced 
that the United States also is 
considering giving the agency 
an atomic research reactor, an 
isotope laboratory and an 
atomic energy library. 

Britain’s atomic energy chief, 
Sir Edwin Plowden, followed up 
quickly with an announcement 
that his country also would con- 
tribute 20 kilograms of enriched 
uranium to the agency. He said 
limited resources make it im- 
possible for Britain to match 
the United States offer. He 
added that Britain's chief con- 
tribution will be in training fa- 
cilities and technical know-how. 


Appeal to End Tests. 


Opening the conference, Aus- 
trian President Adolf Schaerf 
appealed for an end to atomic 
bomb tests and warned that 
there is danger of “complete de- 
struction of all life on earth.” 

As the conference opened the 
United States was rounding up 
support from Western and neu- 
tral nations to block any Soviet 
move to railroad Red China into 
this organization. 

At the same time it rallied 
backing for an American, Rep- 
resentative W. Sterling Cole 
(Rep.), New York, as first boss 
of the new agency. 

The statue of the agency, set 
up under the aegis of the U. N., 
was approved unanimously by 
an 80-nation conference at U. N. 
headquarters in New York last 
Oct. 26. 

It entered into force last 
July 29 after 26 nations, iriclud- 
ing the United States, Russia, 
Britain, France and Canada, had 
ratified it. 

Initial membership was open 
to all members of the General 
Assembly or any subsidiary 
U. N. organizations. In the fu- 
ture, any state can join on proof 
that it is able and willing to 
carry out obligations of mem- 
bership and act in accordance 
with the U. N. Charter. 

The United States, determined 
to keep the new agency out of 
East-West power politics, was 
prepared to cut short any Soviet 
move to run in Red China.

India Must Be Saved 


The tendency is to see the world today in 
terms of a race between the United States and 
Soviet Russia. 
sioned, embraces a struggle for new achieve- 


"ments in technology and industry as well as 


the perfection of. new weapons for defense. 

There is more than a chance that this Ameri- 
can-Soviet contest will determine the immediate 
course of the future te a less extent than the 
competition between India, the fledgling democ- 
racy, and Red China, the Communist dictator- 
ship. Both Peiping and New Delhi, speaking 
as neighbors in Asia, would say there is no such 
contest but the realities are otherwise. 

For India to lose out in Asia would be for 
democracy to lose out. If India fails, then to a 
serious extent democratic processes fail, too. 
And if democratic India goes down, then Com- 
munism rises. A new interest in Communism 
could be expected all through the uncommitted 
parts of the world. 

This is the background against which the peo- 
ple of the United States need to receive the 
current visit of India’s Minister of Finance, T. 
T. Krishnamachari, and G. D. Birla, one of In- 
dia’s leaders in business. For these two impor- 
tant men of India are here to tell us of the 
plight their country is in and what its economic 
needs are. , 

The plain fact is that India is faced with a 
grave financial crisis. It lacks the foreign ex- 
change, and that is another way of saying the 
dollars, for capital equipment and investment 
that will raise the living standards of India’s 
estimated 400,000,000 people. These needs are in 
all the major fields including agriculture, power, 
health, education and scientific progress. 

India, thanks in large measure to the skill and 
sincerity of its Prime Minister, has come a long 
way in the 10 years of its independence. For 
almost three centuries the people of India had 
been either colonials or wards of Britain. Then 
after World War II came freedom and a place 
in the family of nations. 

Under the resolute, determined, far-seeing Mr. 
Nehru a Five-Year Plan was worked out and put 
into operation. It was achieved and the second 
was begun. The second plan has been plagued 
by drouths, floods and other havocs of nature 
that have been severely costly to the total 
achievement. ‘ 

Even so the facilities in the villages have 
been greatly improved. The only way to measure 
the advancement in the agricultural plains where 
so much of India’s population lives is to com- 
pare the rehabilitated villages with the same 
villages in 1947. Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, 
Benares, Delhi—these and other large cities are 
crowded, more crowded than ever, and yet in 
the cities as well health, sanitation, education, 
employment, housing are all being improved. 

The gains are so great relatively that it would 
be only sheerest folly for the West to allow 
India’s experiment in democracy to fail for 
want of support at this critical juncture. 

There is warning enough in the Communist 
victory in India’s extreme Southern state, Ke- 
rala. In the world as it is today, India must get 
ahead faster. To temporize is to run. the grave 
risk not just of more Keralas, but of the loss of 
all that democracy has achieved for the Indian 
people in the last 10 years. 

If those in the United States who have com- 
plained so much about the loss of. China to the 
Communists will now turn their attention and 
effort to shoring up India, the cause of the free 
world will be greatly strengthened. The alter- 
native is too dangerous to countenance. 

The outcome of the mission of the visitors 
from India can mean a great: deal to the United 
States as well as to their own country, 
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A Penalty Fully Deserved 

Justice has been measured out to Reginald 
H. Drant, 19-year-old former Ladue high school 
student, who has been sentenced to six months 
in St. Louis county jail for dropping a log into 
the windshield of a moving State Highway Pa- 
trol automobile. Considering what he did, the 
penalty is not.a heavy one, 

Circuit Judge Michael J. Carroll, who denied 
Drant’s plea for probation, spoke of over-indul- 
gent parents and said he hoped the youth would 
learn “something about humility and depriva- 
tion.” One of his attorneys replied that all 
Drant would learn in jail “will be hate and mock- 
ery.” What Drant learns in jail will be up to 
Drant. 

It is Drant’s fault that he is going to jail. What 
he did might easily have killed a state trooper. 
Who can say he should go unpunished? If Drant 
did not pay a penalty now it would serve as an 
open notice that such misdemeanors are toler- 
ated in St. Louis county. 


Away From It All 

Mrs. Marvin Taylor’s experience of getting 
away from it all on an island in the Missouri 
river opposite Arrow Rock should prove an in- 
spiration to everyone who hankers to shake the 
dust of civilization off his feet. For 10 years 
she and her husband and children lived without 
electricity or telephone, their only connection 
with the outside world a rowboat. 

It goes to show, we believe, that one does not 
necessarily have to go to Outer Mongolia or 
Cinerama to get away from it all. The Taylors’ 
island’was but a quarter mile from shore, and 
the intervening water could easily be hollered 
across. Yet the isolation was complete. 

As Miss Edna St. Vincent Millay wrote in that 
finest of her poems, Renascence: “The world 
Stands out on either side No wider than the 
heart is wide.” To anyone with a wide enough 
heart, that quarter mile of Missouri river chan- 
nel could have been as comfortable a breadth 
of insulation as there is between St. Louis and 
the Nebula in Andromeda. 

No need to complain about wanting to get 
away from it all: just do it. Any citizen with 
the least talent for the purpose can step right 
off his back porch into a primitive Eden, a good 
10 feet from incursion by civilization or any of 
its cares. 
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How Not to Meet a Typhoon 

The typhoon that did at ljeast™ $3,000,000 in 
damage last Thursday to two United States Air 
Force bases on the-65-mile-long island af Oki- 
nawa raises two important questions. Why. was 
the Air Force caught unprepared? Does Okina- 
wa, in view of its almost annual visits by ty: 

s Phoons, still .have realistic military value? 

In answer to the first question, press reports 
from Okinawa say there was “indicated reluc- 
tance to spend money necessary to button up 
against the typhoon and to fly aircraft to safer 
fields.” qThis is almost incredible. Our Navy 
ships put to sea the day before the storm to 
escape damage. Had the ranking Navy officer 
weighed dollars and oil against common-sense 
safety precautions, the chances are that any ships 
left in the. harbor would have suffeted heavy 
damage from the 150-mile-an-hour wind. 

, Okinawa has been termed a vital link in the 
defense chain, running from Alaska to the 
Philippines, ever since it was taken from the

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Japanese during World War II. But almost 
every year it is hit by typhoons that do: exten- 
sive damage. In October 1945, for instance, 73 
service men were killed and 184 ships were 
washed ashore. 

Is thts island, which_nestles in the typhoon 
track and is so nearly flat there is little protec- 
tive terrain, still as vital a defense link as it 
was 10 years ago? The range, speed and power 
of planes have increased markedly and missiles 
have come to the fore since then. Might not 
Okinawa well be added to the list of military 
bases suspended for economy? 
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For a City Nursing Home 

The 1955 bond issue provided funds for a new 
Chronic Hospital. There should be no objection 
to building instead a 300- to 400-bed nursing 
home adjacent to City Hospital. The purpose 
in each case is essentially the same: the care 
of persons with long-term disabilities. Better 
treatment can be provided through ready access 
to City Hospital’s diverse facilities. 

Mrs. Edward G. Brungard, director of the De- 
partment of Public Welfare, accepts this recom- 
mendation of the American Public Health Asso- 
ciation, She says that use of the funds for a 
nursing home is legal. But she also points out 
that bond funds may not be used for other pur- 
poses, such as salaries for the staff of the pro- 
posed home. 

This is important. A new building, .in itself, ts 
no solution of the problem of care of the aged 
or of any others in need of care. That calls for 
physicians, nurses, therapists, rehabilitation 
workers and other personnel which the APHA 
found to be seriously lacking in many existing 


_nursing homes, 


Especially after the stiffening of state regula- 
tions after the Warrenton fire, high standards of 
care are maintained only by the more expensive 
homes. Such care cannot be commanded, as the 
report indicates, by patients receiving a maxi- 
mum of $60 a month in public assistance. So 
the city is urged to make a further allowance 
to them. 

The recommendation of a nursing home at City 
Hospital—and eventually also at other hospitals, 
public and. private—is coupled with the further 
recommendation of ‘a comprehensive communi- 
ty program for city and county that would in- 
clude home care, rehabilitation, homemaker’s 
service, day centers, increased outpatient depart- 
ment facilities, medical services for non-ambula- 
tory patients, etc.” Few such services now are 
available. And since they depend so largely on 
the recruitment of personnel, they cannot De 
provided overnight—even if there were not the 
factor of cost. 3 

Other cities and states in this region, however, 
are considerably ahead of us in this respect, as 
the report emphasizes. So a community-wide 
effort—with the participation of voluntary and 
private agencies—should find ways of meeting 
very real needs.

_ President Eisenhower neatly restricted one 
issue for his conference with the Southern 
governors by ordering the 10lst Airborne Divi- 
sion from Little Rock’s Central High School. 
The governors last week had sought a confer- 
ence about “withdrawal of federal troops at the 
earliest possible moment.” Mr. Eisenhower in 
effect rejected this topic by saying he would be 
glad “to discuss problems of integration.” And 
now, by removing the troops to Camp Robinson, 
he has further promoted a discussion con- 
centrated on how to achieve peaceful school 
integration in the South. That is what the law 
of the land requires. That is what the White 
House conference ought to stress. 
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Tribute to Dag Hammarskjold 

It is exceptional for Russia and the United 
States to agree on anything in the United Na- 
tions. For them to agree on an individual is 
extraordinary. Yet last week they did agree— 
along with virtually every other member of the 
General Assembly—that Dag Hammarskjold had 
done a good job as Secretary General and de- 
served re-election to a five-year term. 

There could hardly be a more impressive per- 
sonal tribute. For Mr. Hammarskjold has been 
by no means an all-things-to-all-men figurehead 
in this supremely important post.: Warned by 
the misfortune of Trygve Lie, who became so 
unacceptable to the Russians that they vetoed 
his reappointment, Mr.. Hammarskjold has had 
to avoid becoming tagged as a partisan of either 
East or West. At the same time, however, he 
has also avoided the fate that would have be- 
fallen a lesser man, of becoming an amiable 
nonentity. During his first term he has strength- 
ened, rather than weakened, the prestige and 
authority of the U.N. secretariat. 

Mr. Hammarskjold has done this primarily by 
performing exactly as a Secretary General is 
supposed to do—serving the world rather than 
any nation, the U.N. rather than any bloc, the 
cause of peace rather than any selfish ambition. 

He played a dynamic and most useful-role in 
ending the invasion of Egypt and organizing the 
U.N.’s first peace enforcement troops. He is 
now urging the organization of a permanent 
emergency. force which might discourage before 
they begin such adventures as the Suez attack 
and the repression of Hungary. 

To this enterprise the Soviets announce that 
they take a “negative attitude.” But even Mos- 
cow had to recognize that Dag Hammarskjold 
has done an impartial and outstanding job as 
Secretary General. Let us hope that with this 
vote of renewed confidence he can press for- 
ward with the peace force plan and other meas- 
ures for strengthening the United Nations.

The University of Mississippi, one of 
the oldest in the South, has lost 31 full 
or associate professors in the last two 
years. This is just short of one third 
of all faculty members on that level, 
indicating the seriousness of the prob- 
lem for the institution. 


The reason? Partly financial © of 
course; money considerations are high 
on the list in any discussion of educa- 
tional matters these days. 


Southern states particularly are find- 
ing it hard to keep teachers, whether 
in grade schools or colleges, from 
migrating to states able to pay more 
attractive salaries. 


But Mississippi is in the throes of 
deep and divisive struggle over the 
racial issue, as well, and institutions 
of higher learning are a part of the 
battleground. 

Ideas abound in. an atmosphere of 
academic freedom, and there are a 
great many people in places of power 
and influence in Mississippi—and else- 
where, as well, of course—to whom 
ideas are dangerous and discussion is 
subversive. 

Professors worth their salt will not 
be told what they can and cannot dis- 
cuss in their classrooms. 


Jay Milner, managing editor of the 
Greenville Delta Democrat-Times, has 
begun a series of stories on the uni- 
versity in which he says many of the 
professorial resignations were a direct 
result of attacks or threats On aca- 
demic freedom. 

A distinct taboo, he was told, fs the 
subject of racial integration in schools; 
those who failed to damn the idea with 
the intensity of a White Citizens’ 
Council member found themselves on 
“black lists” kept by “several students 
and at least one university staff mem- 
ber.” 

The university is controlled by a 
board of trustees, composed of mem- 


ber's whose terms are so staggered that 


no governor could ever appoint a ma- 
jority of its number. 

In that respect, the state’s system of 
higher education is, and has been since 
the days of Theodore G. Bilbo, remark- 
ably free of political interference. 

But the plan fails to provide either 
incentive for, or protection of, the ex- 
ercise of academic freedom when con- 
fronted with feeling as intense as those 
generated in the segregation issue. 


The trustees themselves are Missis- 
sippians, products of the same back- 
ground and subject to the same atti- 
tudes as are their fellow citizens. 

These are internal pressures which 
the trustees could scarcely ignore, even 
if they wished, in the consideration of 
a principle considered dangerous by 
many. 

The Legislature, of course, is acutely 
attuned to the voice of the Citizens’ 
Ceuncils, the only one heard in the 
land. It has both the power and the 
inclination to cut off state funds to 
any institution “out of step” with the 
prevailing attitude. 

Legislators, individually or in assem- 
bly, have attacked the dean of the Ole 
Miss Law School, a respected lawyer 
and educator, for advocating a greater 
respect for the Supreme Court. 


They have demanded that the univer- 
sity library be purged of books about 
Negroes. 

They have railed against the appear- 
ance on the campus of any person 
whose ideas on the race question might 
be at variance with theirs. 


There are moral, as well as money, 
problems confronting the Mississippians 
directly responsible for their state’s 
system of higher education. They can- 
not for long ignore the concept that 
knowledge comes from rejection of some 
ideas as well as from the acceptance 
of others, and that the student, to gain 
wisdom, must have the choice avail- 
able to him,

A Shot in the Arm 


SISU: EVEN THROUGH A STONE 
WALL, by Oskari Tokoi. (Speller, 243 
pss.. $6.) 


“Sisu” is a difficult word to describe 
or to define. A to Prof. John |. 
Kolehmainen, who te the introduc- 
tion, it can mean “a metaphysical shot 
in the arm, which makes a man do the 
impossible,” or something that ‘‘sur- 
passes fearlessness ahd extraordinary 
endurance—a kind of inner fire or 
superhuman nerve force—courage, ten- 
acity, stubborn determination, energy 
and a will and an ability to get things 
done.” 

All this applies to Oskari Tokoi, first 
Premier of Finland, and the author of 
this most fascinating, yet modest, auto- 
biography. Tokoi hails from the far- 
off land of Central Ostrobothnia, from 
the Lestijoki valley “where every man 
was his neighbor’s equal.” It also 
seems that, bleak as the “country may 
have been, it instilled in its men that 
hard-to-define “Sisu.” Yet, in reading 
through the book, 
the reader will dis- 
cover for himself 
what it takes to 
make a hard life 
livable as well as 
what it takes to 
make a man. 

For all his 
achievements it is 
surprising how 
modest Oskari To- 
koi remaigs. He is, 
one could state, a 
rare example 
among present au- 
tobiographers who 

resents ai story 

without trying to find excuses for any 
failures. From a long, dark road, which 
he trod most of his life, he emerged 
into the light and gained recognition. 
Not because he demanded it, but be- 
cause, when prejudices and rivalries 
had died, he was remembered and his 
work was appreciated. 

Tokoi’s story es the reader from 
Finland to America and from there 
again to Finland, Russia and even Si- 
beria. The American West is illus- 
trated in its true color. The adven- 
turer and miner returns home with 
American ideas and ideals. An able 
leader and a skillful politician, Tokoi 
becomes involved in the Finnish and 
Russian revolutions, Under all cir- 
cumstances wisdom, compassion, and, 
most of all, courage never leave him. 

“Sisu” will be a revigorating shot in 
the arm to the reader and an inspira- 
tion to those who believe that honesty 
and integrity have no place in twen- 
tieth-century life and politics.

POLAND LANDS BLOW 
AT PRIVATE. TRADE 


WARSAW, Oct. 1 (AP)—Pol- 
ish authorities have stopped is- 


cs suing new licenses for private 


trade hoping to prevent com- 
petition with a network of state- 
owned stores. 

The state shops are admitted- 
ly inadequate. 


The move is a pullback from 
last year, when restrictions on 


©s | private business were eased to 


improve living standards and 
find jobs for officials let out in 
a streamlining of the govern- 
ment administration. 

But the Communist press re- 
cently has been blasting what 
it calls speculators and has de- 
manded a review of trader li- 
censes. 

Bogdan Mielcuszny, chairman 
of the Private Trade and Serv- 
ices Association, took issue with 
the Communist criticism. 
Charges against private business 
are exaggerated, he said in an 
interview. 

Official figures show there 
were 25,328 private stores last 
June 30 compared with 11,905 
in September 1956. To most peo- 
ple they appear to play a useful 
role in a system where—as the 
latest Warsaw joke puts it— 
you are free to talk treason on 
a streetcar but can’t buy a col- 
lar button. 

Nearly half of the new stores 
sell clothing or fancy goods 
they get from private craftsmen 
or by parcel sent in by innum- 
erable relatives abroad. 

A British safety razor sells 
for 70 zlotys (roughly $2.58), 
more than a day’s pay for the 
average industrial worker. The 
Polish version of the same ar- 
ticle cost 15 zlotys (64 cents) 
but falls to pieces in a week. 

Italian suitings and scarfs 
and American cotton dresses 
sell at prices that are sky-high 
in comparison with wages. Plas- 
tic shopping bags which some 
western stores give away to cus- 
tomers sell readily at the equiv- 
alent of $5 each. 

One can of cola beverage 
sells at 70 zlotys ($2.58). A jar 
of Russian caviar goes for 55 
($1.90). Soap sells for $1.11 a 
cake.

cramps in my leg’. Especially when I walk fast—and 

uphill. I have to stop in my tracks for a few minutes.

I hap- 
pen to be a postman. It 
has gotten so lately that 
I'm really unable to do my 
work. I am. 55 years old 
and am in otherwise good 
health. My doctor says I 
am suffering from arterio- 
sclerosis of the leg arteries. 
He has given me some 
medicine to try to dilate 
the arteries, but so far I'm 
no better.

ANSWER: Your symptoms, in addition to what your 
doctor says, indicates that you are probably suffering from 
arteriosclerosis obliterans. This is a cendition of athero- 
sclerosis of the blood vessels of the lower extremities. 

What causes the pain? ‘When a muscle works it needs 
more blood. When quiet, such patients may be comfortable. 
When they get up and walk a few hundred yards the con- 
tracting legs muscles may now neéd as much as 20 to 30 
times more oxygen than when resting. But they can’t get 
it. So they cry out in pain. And they can’t get it because 
the blood vessels have narrowed and the blood supply has 
been curtailed.

CORRECT DIAGNOSIS is most important. .Sometimes 
the condition we are discussing must also be differentiated 
from phlebitis, metatarsalgia and muscular and arthritic 
disorders, _ 

Howeyer, when a man like you comes in complaining 
of “intermittent claudication” (pain in the legs that comes 
with exertion and stops with rest) the diagnosis can usually 
be made correctly. When you feel his pulse in the feet it is 
either decreased or absent. Special arteriograms (X-rays of 
the blood vessels) show up the trouble, too. 


Sometimes patience alone cures, In other words, the 
patient will suffer the pain on exertion for montlis.. Then 
he notes that it is not as intense. It may even disappear. 
This is due to the fact that new blood vessels and com- 
munications have formed in the network of arteries. This, 
called “collategal circulation,” now suffices for all of the 
blood and oxygen needs of the legs. 

I advise obese people to take off weight (take a load 
off their legs). I tell them to check on their blood sugar 


(they may have unrecognized diabetes)—which is known to 


aggravate the condition. I also tell them:to put some faith 
in vaso-dilating drugs; and that sympathectomies are some-

for home. They surfaced as 
they neared the Heads and 
passed into Port Phillip Bay at 
the first light of dawn, and 
berthed alongside the aircraft 
carrier at Williamstown in time 
for breakfast on Friday, with

HIS is a sad day for the friends of Nellie Salmon, 
I a group that is not known as such officially, but ig made 
up of the many people who have worked with the Nellie 
Sehaeh — Care Nursery, at 151 East Kirkham road, in 
Webster Groves. The 
friends include doctors, 
lawyers, educators, minis- 
ters, social workers a bish- 
op, a congressman, work- 
ers of all color collars, 
and many a “just a house- 
wife,” who served full-time 
voluntary duty. All of 
them were brought togeth- 
er by the idealism of a 
Negro school teacher. 
Nellie Salmon had taught 
a pe in grade schoolg in and 
_— sine around Webster for 60 
CLARISSA START years. When she died in 
1950, she left her modest home and estate to be used in the 
service of her community. A group of citizens got together 
and decided that the four-room red frame dwelling on a 
tree-shaded hillside on a street which divides North Webster 
from the rest could best be used as an inter-racial day care 
nursery for the children of working mothers. 
x * * 


, FROM THE STANDPOINT of service, the project was 
a success. Each new season 18 to 22 children enrolled. Its 
inter-racial character varied and finally it became mostly 
Negro, because of geography and transportation. Working 
mothers from other neighborhoods had to take a county bus, 
stop off, and wait for another county bus. 

From the standpoint of finances, the nursery was al- 
ways on shaky ground. Sliding fees ranged from $3 to $13 
a week but the average was $5 for all-day care with lunch. 
This covered a fraction of expenses; the rest was made up 
by fund drives, Christmas trees sales and, often, unlimited 
generosity of friends. There were always workers. A church 
young people’s group painted walls. A high-ranking pro- 
fessional man on the board would show up to mow the lawn 


_ or hang a screen door, But financial crises kept arising.

THIS FALL the board faced a problem of exhausted 
funds and dwindling enrollment. They voted to close the 
nursery temporarily. Yesterday was its last day. The board 
intends to keep on meeting because no one wants to think 
of closing “Nellie” permanently.

The board hopes 
intensive study will indicate how they can continue the 
nursery or substitute another type of project for which 
there may be a great need—perhaps a half-day nursery, 
or community center.
